Session Laws of 189$,- beg leave to report* 
as follows: 
, The Attorney General courteously fur- 
nished the committee with a copy of his 
very able and almost convincing opinion 
on this matter, to the chairman of the 
Committee on Finance of the House of 
Representatives, This committee agrees 
•wit)i the Attorney General that the Act 
in question (Act 71 above referred to) was 
not repealed expressly by the Organic 
Act. but do believe that It was repealed 
by implication, for the reason that it 
was an Act of an Independent sovereign 
Bute and not that of the Territory un- 
der Its Organic Act, and th» power de- 
rived from such Act. This committee 
thinks that the Act in Question'is re- 
stricted and repealed by implication by 
•action B of fhe Organic Act. as the pro- 
vision there Contained is direct that th» 
legislature of th« Territory (not the past 
Legislature of th* Republic) may au- 
thorise loans; the loan If made under 
Act 71 of tbe Republic would not have 
been- authorised by tbe Legislature of 
the Territory of Hawaii. 


Another ground upon which tbe Act 71 


may be said to be repealed by implica- 
tion is tbe direct provisions of tbe Or- 
ganic Act aa tbe term of the bonds au- 
thorised under It, are: 6-ar» years, those 
of the Organic Act, 5-lTs, Act 71 would 
certainly require some amendment in 
this respect: we cannot interject th« 
word fifteen in place of twenty, or, to 
be more correct, the Act should b« re- 
enacted, in our opinion, with whatever 
changes are made necessary by the Or- 
ganic Act. by the Legislature of th« 
Territory of Hawaii; it would tb«n be 
an authorised loan under the Organic 
Act. The fact that our Organic Act ha«

This radical idea is based upon the 


following clauses of the decision: -'. 


The clause, "all duties, imposts and 


excises shall be uniform throughout the 
United -States," the court hold*, wa* 
placed in the Constitution as a result of 
the Jealousies of the States which united 
In forming the Nation. It was intended 
to • prevent any State or combination- o) 
States securing advantage over another 
or others; to prevent the ports of one 
State graining preference over those of 
another In the importation of goods. 


This rule of uniformity was made pri- 


marily for the States united, the court 
holds, not for Territories then possessed 
or afterward acquired, and the Consti- 
tutional requirement is satisfied as long 
as all duties on imports are uniformly 
.mposed at all tbe ports throughout the 
United States. The advantage of this 
uniformity may be extended to Terri- 
tories and possessions not States and 
not members of the American Union, 
but that is for Congress to determine 
under the authority of the Constitution.

determined the case of Hawaii, as fol- 
ows:

Is a 
n»che ra which a firur» of tb* Virgin wfll b* placed. The plan* and speetlea-^ 
Uons have b*en rotten out by Dickey * Xtwcomb, tbe architect*. Tbe sldsejs*% 
line will be eet back erreral feet, but tbe old wall will remain ittDdtns; «tfl tree 
buHdlnirn are completed.
